a deep cut on the head and it is be­ 
lieved that this alone might possib­ 
ly have have resulted in his death 
had he not otherwise been injured. 
The train crew had just finished 
placing a cut of ears 
on the siding

a ear attempting to uncouple it as 
the train was moving backward.

an advisory board composed o f men, 
but when put to a test vote, after a 
spirited debate, 
it was 
determined 
that there should he no men a ssoci­ 
ated with the movement. 
Those who were opposed to having 
a men’s advisory board were women 
who were associated with a similar 
organization four 
or five years ago. 
\n advisory committee o f men was 
i part of 
that 
organization 
and 
-ince it failed to accomplish 
the 
purpose for which it was formed, 
the majority vote last right took ad­ 
vice of women who had the exper­ 
ience of past performance and de­ 
cided that the women 
should 
go in 
for tfie thing alone. 
As has been forecast at previous 
meetings, the prime purpose of the 
Women's Council is to maintain and 
assist the visiting nurse. 
The by- 
aw s which wrere adopted last night, 
lowever, are very 
broad 
in 
their 
scope and provide that the Women’s 
Council may engage in any sort of 
public welfare work in Rushville. 
The by-law s offered by the spec­ 
ial committee

them were not adopted in total but

The date for the formal notifica­ 
tion of Charles Warren Fairbanks, 
of Indiana, of his_ nomination 
for 
vice president by the recent Republi­ 
can national convention has not been 
set and will not be until the date for 
the notification of Hughes has been 
fixed. 
Word from the East is to the 
effect that this ceremony 
will 
be 
pulled off late in July. 
This would 
probably bring the Fairbanks notifi­ 
cation early in August. 
Plans for the Fairbanks notifica­ 
tion early in August arc being held 
back until the date is fixed. 
How­ 
ever, the decision has been reached 
that the ceremony at the Fairbanks 
home will be followed by a ratifica­ 
tion meeting on the night of the no­ 
tification day, this demonstration to 
be held in Tomlinson Hall. 
Senator 
Borah, who is chairman of the na­ 
tional convention committee named 
to notify the vice presidential nomi­ 
nee, has notified the 
Indiana 
com­ 
mittee of his willingness to 
remain 
in Indianapolis and 
deliver 
the 
principal speech at the night meet­ 
ing. 
Richard Tieber, of Indianapo­ 
lis, Indiana, member of the notifica­ 
tion committee, who will 
have 
a 


large part in shaping the plans for 
the notification of 
Mr. 
Fairbanks, 
hopes to be able to make public an ­ 
nouncement regarding some 
of the 
plans at an early date. 
To date Congressman Adair, who 
during recent wreeks has been ab­ 
senting himself 
from 
his 
public 
place in Washington in 
order 
to 
work on his political fences in In­ 
diana, has not yet resigned his seat 
in Congress. 
The 
criticism 
of 
Adair’s course became so sharp and 
so general that the Democratic nom­ 
inee for governor suddenly cancelled 
all of his speaking engagements and 
returned to Washington last week. 
No one knows how long he 
intends 
to attend to the business for which 
he is drawing a healthy salary from 
the public treasury as he made no 
announcement regarding his future 
plans. 
Adair lost so much ground 
during his recent 
“speaking 
tour” 
that no one need be a bit surprised 
to hear of him making a 
“grand 
stand” move to rehabilitate himself 
by resigning his seat in Congress. 
The newspapers of the state hand­ 
led Mr. Adair without gloves. 
The 
following from the Columbus Repub­ 
lican is typical of the criticism that 
w’as heaped on the gentleman's head: 
“When J. A. M. Adair was a can­ 
didate for Congress he had a good 
deal to say about how he would be a 
servant of the people if lie were elec­ 
ted. 
He made plenty of promises 
that he would be on the job and as­ 
sist in the task of safe-guarding the 
interests of Uncle Sam. 
But 
that 
was when he was running for Con­ 
gress. 
He was elected and the gov­ 
ernment is paying him his 
salary 
regularly. 
However, it is about all 
Brother Adair can do to find suffi­ 
cient time to be in Washington when 
the pay car goes 
through. 
He is 
running for Governor of Indiana on 
the Democratic ticket now and the 
major portion of his time is spent in 
campaigning in Indiana. 
To be sure 
the country ’ is facing a crisis and 
there is need for every member of 
Congress at Washington. 
But the 
reports are that Adair is at home 
mending his 
fences—and 
drawing 
salary. 
Naturally the salary draw- 
ing end of the business would not be 
forgotten.” 


The day following the recent state 
wTide conference of Republican party 
hustlers in Indianapolis the Republi­ 
can campaign in the 
state 
started 
with a snap and go that is expected 
to characterize the Republican op­ 
erations from now until election day. 
On that day Republican advertising 
appeared in every street and inter- 
urban ear in the state of Indiana,

ture to the card but for the fact that 
the law required it.

The ilag occupies a large part of 
the space on the first two cards put 
out. 
Beneath the flag appears the 
words “America Always First.” On 
one of the cards appears the fol­ 
lowing message:

A new unamed disease has made 
its appearance and, though cures for 
it have been established, its nature 
is not fully understood.

among the 
Germans 
as 
well 
as 
among the allies. German prisoners 
say that the German medical 
men 
also are mystified by this latest hu­ 
man ailment. 
It is 
believed 
the 
trench rats carry the unknown germ, 
which has not yet been isolated. 
Major Dr. Sidney McCallin, 
for­ 
merly of Chicago, but recently at­ 
tached to the British R. A. M. C. has 
studied the new disease in the la­ 
boratory of the 
Chicago 
medical 
unit. 
The first 
symptom 
is 
the 
growth of a white lining in the mouth 
and throat. 
This resembles diphth­ 
eria. 
The inside of the mouth be­ 
comes painfully sensitive and at the 
climax of the 
attack the 
entire 
mouth is padded with cotton. After 
the climax, recovery is rapid. 
“Trench mouth” is 
the popular 
name of the ailment but the British 
Tommies call it the “foot and mouth 
disease,” or sometimes, “lumpy jaw.”

Indians Are Declared to Have Taken 


to Warpath in Mexico Once 


More.

Guaymas, Sonora, 
Mexico, 
July 
11.—Reports from outlying districts 
indicate renewed activity on the part 
of the Yaqui Indians. This has been 
anticipated by those familiar 
with 
conditions in Sonora 
because 
the 
campaign inaugurated by the de fac­ 
to government in January for the 
purpose of ridding the 
country 
of 
the Yaquis has not as yet 
been a 
sueeess. 
Approximately 11,000 troops were 
mobilized under General Dieguez to 
drive the Indians from their strong­ 
holds in the Bacatetebe mountains, 
but the soldiers were poorly equipp­ 
ed for the undertaking. They lacked 
discipline, organization 
and 
spirit, 
and although the Mexican govern­ 
ment may have desired an aggres­ 
sive campaign the local leaders and 
men have no intention of taking the 
offensive against the savages, whose 
fighting 
ability is 
well 
known 
throughout the republic. 
Like the 
Apache tribes of Arizona, the Ya­ 
quis have committed the most fiend­ 
ish atrocities. 
For this reason the 
troops fear to operate against the 
warriors. 
The strength of the Indians is not 
accurately known, but it is estima­ 
ted as being about 10,000, of which 
approximately 4,000 are well armed 
fighting men. 
This force generally 
operates in bands of 50 to 100 or 
more, which make t swift and unex­ 
pected raids upon outlying ranches 
and villages during the harvest sea­ 
son and at other times ’if-their food 
i 
.* «■'■ 
. 
supply happens to run low, as is tne 
case at the present time. 
Spies are 
maintained throughout the farming 
districts who keep the tribe well in­ 
formed and assist in the raids. 
The Indians dress as do the peon3, 
with shirt and trousers 
of 
faded 
blue denim or khaki, usually the lat­ 
ter, as it is more easily procurable, 
for many Yaquis have served in the 
revolutionary armies. A large straw 
bat, not unlike that worn by north­ 


ern farmers, with brim turned down, 
protects them from the sun and con­ 
ceals their identity when necessary; 
and their feet are protected from 
the rough country by leather sandals 
—guarachos, as they are called. 
This similarity of garb makes it 
difficult even for Mexicans to dis­ 
tinguish parties 
of 
Indians 
from 
troops of the de facto government, 
and as a result bands have been able 
to enter towns before their identity 
was discovered. 
For example, 
the 
town of Sauz, Sonora, was raided 
last year. 
The inhabitants saw the 
mounted 
body 
approaching, 
with 
trumphets flourishing 
and 
drums 
ruffling, but it was thought that an 
expected detachment of troops was 
arriving. Not until the Indians were 
actually in the town was it realized 
what had happened. 
Men, 
women 
and children were forced 
out of 
their homes and driven to the town 
plaza, where all were stripped. Ter­ 
rified and helpless they stood while 
the savages packed the clothing, loo­ 
ted the houses, 
gathered 
in 
the 
horses and mules and rode off un­ 
molested 
with 
four of the young 
girls. 


The Mexican wife and family of 
an American, John Lehr, were car­ 
ried off by the Indians during a raid 
upon the town of Squaque 
Grande 
during November of last year, after 
the 17-year-old son had been killed, 
but these captives were released last 
month when the Indians were forced 
to abandon one of their many water 
holes 
upon 
the 
unexpected 
ap­ 
proach of a vastly superior force of 
Mexican troops. 
Want of food and clothing causes 
the Indians to make their 
forays, 
and for this reason the productive 
lands of the American 
settlement 
south of the Yaqui river have been 
subjected to many costly incursions 
which have laid waste mose of that 
region and forced the majority of 
the settlers to abandon their farms 
and return in many cases, penniless 
to the United States. 
Late information indicates 
that 
that the Indians are now operating to 
the northward in the vicinity of Or­ 
tiz, a small town on the Southern 
Pacific railroad, 30 miles north of 
Guaymas.

Indians Are Declared to Have Taken 


to Warpath in Mexico Once 


More. 


STRENGTH 
PUT AT 
10,000 


Difficult For Troops to Distinguish 


Between Them and De Facto 


Soldiers

Gnaymas, Sonora, Mexico, July 


11.—Reports from outlying districts 
indicate renewed activity on the part 
of the Yaqui Indians. This has been 
anticipated by those familiar with 
conditions in Sonora because the 
campaign inaugurated by the de fac- 
to government in January for the 
purpose of ridding the country of 
the Yaquis has not as yet 
heen a 


success. / 


Approximately 11,000 troops were 


mobilized under General Dieguez to 
drive the Indians from their strong- 
holds in the Bacatetebe mountains, 
but the soldiers were poorly equipp- 
ed for the undertaking. They lacked 
discipline, organization and spirit, 
and although the Mexican govern- 
ment may have desired an aggres- 
sive campaign the local leaders and 
men have no intention of taking the 
offensive against the savages, whose 
fighting 
ability is 
well 
known 


throughout the republic. 
Like the 


Apache tribes of Arizona, the Ya- 
quis have committed the most fiend- 
ish atrocities. For this reason the 
troops fear to operate against the 
warriors.' 


The strength of the Indians is not 


accurately known, but it is estima- 
ted as being about 10,000, of which 
approximately.4JOOO are'well armed 
fighting men. This., force generally 
operates in bands of 50'to 100 or 
more, which make,;swift, and unex- 
pected raids uponj'outlying ranches 
and villages during the, harvest sea- 
son'.and at other t$Bies>.ifjtheir food 
supply happens^ to run lowj'as is the 
case at the present time. Spies are 
maintained' throughout the farming 
districts who keep the tribe well in- 
formed and assist in the raids. 


The Indians dress as do the peons, 


with shirt and trousers of 
faded 


blue denim or khaki, usually the lat- 
ter, as it is'more easily procurable, 
for many Yaqnis have served in the 
revolutionary armies. A large straw 
hat, not unlike that worn by north- 


ern farmers, with brim turned down, 
protects them from the sun and con- 
ceals their identity when necessary; 
and their feet are protected from 
the rough country by leather sandals 
—guarachos, as they are called. 


This similarity of garb makes it 


difficult even for Mexicans to dis- 
tinguish parties 
of Indians 
from 


troops of the de facto government, 
and as a result bands have been able 
to enter towns before their identity 
was discovered. For example, the 
town of Sauz, Sonora, was raided 
last year. The inhabitants saw the 
mounted body approaching, with 
trnmphets flourishing 
rind drums 


ruffling, but it was thought that an 
expected detachment of troops was 
arriving. Not until the Indians were 
actually in the town was it realized 
what had happened. Men, 
women 


and children were forced 
out of 


their homes and driven to the town 
plaza, where all were stripped. Ter- 
rified and helpless they stood while 
the savages packed the clothing, loo- 
ted the houses, 
gathered in the 


horses and mules and rode off un- 
molested with four of the young 
girls. 


The Mexican wife and family of 


an American, John Lehr^ were car- 
ried off by the Indians during a raid 
upon the town of Squaque 
.Grande 


during November of last year, after 
the 17-year-old son had been killed, 
but these captives were released last 
month when the Indians were forced 
to abandon one of their many water 
holes 
upon the unexpected ap- 


proach of a vastly superior force of 
Mexican troops. 


Want of food and clothing causes 


the Indians to make their 
forays, 


and for this reason the productive 
lands of the American 
settlement 


south of the Yaqui river have been 
subjected to many costly incursions 
which have laid waste mose of that 
region and forced the majority of 
the settlers to abandon their farms 
and return in many eases, penniless 
to the United States. . 


Late information indicates 
that 


that the Indians are now operating to 
the northward in the vicinity of Or- 
tiz, a small town on the Southern 
Pacific railroad, 30 miles north of 
Guaymas.
